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Big support for petition against 
Asker Meadow parking plans 


MORE than 700 people have signed a petition 
in objection of local nature reserve Asker Mead¬ 
ows to be used for parking. 

Bridport Town Council has submitted an application to 
West Dorset District Council for temporary parking on 
the site on busy days as overflow parking for 100 cars on 
Saturdays and during events in the field from July to Sep¬ 
tember, as well as a temporary classroom at the entrance, 
which could double as a ticket office during events. 

Members of the Friends of Asker Meadows (FAM) has 
come together to launch the petition and oppose the 
plans. 

The site is situated off A35 Sea Road South and runs 
alongside the River Asker. 

Access is obtained from Sea Road South with the ap¬ 
plication stating traffic will enter from the south and 
leave the site turning north onto the road. 
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It is used to host local events such as the food & beer 
festival and the Jurassic Fields music festival in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Signatory Karen Alner said: “This should stay car free. 
It is a beautiful, safe place to walk in the fields and by 
the river with my little dog with no risk of traffic. Other¬ 
wise, I can see in times to come it will end up being a 
permanent car park and then being built on.” 

One member of the group is campaigning for a second 
time around. Valerie Bowditch successfully led a cam¬ 
paign in the 1970s to keep the land free from develop¬ 
ment. 

The group says that since then it has had several owners 
but was sold to the town council for a nominal sum when 
Safeway - now Morrisons - was built. The council then 


registered the area with Natural England as a local nature 
reserve. 

They say that more than 70 species of birds, mammals, 
amphibians and fish live on, or visit, the reserve, includ¬ 
ing legally protected water voles and otters. 

Bridport resident Defoe Smith said: “I firmly believe 
that this is a very sensitive area of Bridport that needs 
nurturing not driving over.” 

FAM member Ged Duncan also echoed the concerns 
of residents. 

He said: “We thank the council for having the vision to 
protect this land and enhance it as a reserve, and we urge 
them to continue to do so. 

“We disagree, as the plans suggest, that the setting of 
the adjoining conservation area will be unaffected. But 
what’s more important is that this field is in a designated 
local nature reserve, whose purpose is to reserve the 
space for wildlife, education and recreation - not car 
parking.” 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis said that the town council wel¬ 
come residents’ views and will meet with members of 
FAM. 


He said: “The proposal is to allow the field to be used 
on a limited number of particularly busy days - estimated 
to be no more than seven days this summer - to meet the 
demand at those times for additional town centre park¬ 
ing. 

“The number of occasions the field would be used this 
year will be reviewed subject to comments received as 
part of the planning application, which is for temporary 
permission only. 

“The area to be used is the field currently used for 
events. All other parts of this popular site including the 
sensitive river bank areas will not be affected.” 

The town council would welcome people’s views on

• TELL us a bit more about your work in 
travel... 

Along with two Sunday Times travel writers, I set 
up 101 Holidays (www.101holidays.co.uk) eight 
years ago. In a nutshell, our websites offer visitors 
great ideas and inspiration from a trusted source 
at the research stage of the holiday booking 
cycle. We now have six sites from honeymoons 
to singles' holidays with five million users per 
annum. 

Working entirely online has been a steep learn¬ 
ing curve - I remember the days when a fax ma¬ 
chine was considered cutting edge - but it's 
hugely enjoyable and I relish being able to run 
the business here in rural Dorset (even if my 
Broadband speed is under 6mbps while my Lon¬ 
don colleagues enjoy over 75mbps!). 

I was recently appointed to the board of Visit 
Jersey as a non-executive director and my free¬ 
lance consulting work has included a truly fasci¬ 
nating stint for the Department of International

presenting. 


• WHAT inspired you to move to Dorset? 

The move to Dorset followed a two year career 
break. Having never married or had children, and 
following heart surgery, I felt a need for a change 
in the fast and furious way I lived my life. I re¬ 
signed from my MD role at Caribtours with the 
intention of doing some sort of voluntary work 
somewhere in the world - that was two months 
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before the Indian Ocean Tsunami on Boxing Day 
2004. It felt like fate had stepped in. 

In March 2005, having completed my notice 
period, I headed to Sri Lanka with a phone num¬ 
ber and a desire to see what I could do to help, 
hoping I could draw on my tourism experience. 

• TELL us more about your time in Sri Lanka... 

I quickly became a volunteer with Sarvodaya, a 
long-standing Sri Lankan organisation which 
works on Buddhist-Gandhian principles, sup¬ 
porting some 15,000 villages to become more 
self-sufficient, from the bottom up. 

Throughout my 18 months there, I was hum¬ 
bled, challenged, rewarded and inspired - all at 
the same time. It was, quite literally, life-chang¬ 
ing. I sold up in London and moved straight to 
Dorset when I returned from Sri Lanka, hoping 
that I could earn a living as a consultant in the 
travel industry. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

I am now the proud owner of a beautiful spaniel, 
Holly, and, when I am not working, I enjoy get¬ 
ting involved in village life, from theme nights in 
the village hall to co-ordinating the annual Stoke 
Abbott Street Fair. Living next door to the fantas¬ 
tic New Inn is definitely a bonus! 

The Stoke Abbott community is incredibly di¬ 
verse, supportive and fun. I love being a part of 
it and take as many opportunities as I can to 
enjoy the great outdoors that surrounds us, es¬ 
pecially beating with Holly in the shooting sea¬ 
son, and cooking local produce. 

Do I miss anything about living the life of a sin¬ 
gle career girl in London? I guess sushi and the 
ballet if I were forced to come with an answer - 
but the new Dorshi in Bridport beckons for my 
sushi fix and there's a thriving arts scene down 
here.

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Trick Factory set to close 


BRIDPORT’S indoor skateboarding and BMX 
centre - The Trick Factory (TTF) - will close at 
the end of the month after 17 years. 

Hayward & Co, the owners of the Stover Build¬ 
ing - where TTF is based - previously stated that 
TTF’s lease would not be granted beyond April 
due to development of St Michael’s Trading Estate 
and supporters had started to look for other sites 
for the indoor skate park - and continue to do so. 

Rob Ridge, manager of TTF, announced the 
news of the closure on social media. 

He said: “On behalf of myself and many others 
who have benefitted from the use of the facility, I 
wish to extend my gratitude to Hayward & Co for 
allowing TTF to operate, especially in recent years, 
by allowing concessions to the facilities’ increas¬ 
ing operating costs, without which, the facility 
would have struggled to continue for as long as it 
has. 

“When my team and myself took on the venture 
back in 1999, we had no idea it would run for as 
long as it has. I recall personally thinking ‘I am in 
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my late 20s and may not have too much time left 
in the sport/recreation of BMX so let’s throw cau¬ 
tion to the wind and go for it’. 

“For the next several years people travelled far 
and wide to use the place as well as serving the 
local ‘small wheels’ group.” 

The last few years has seen TTF lose most of its 
users over the summer months, to the extent that 
in order to meet the costs of running the park it 
would have to be downsized, but they were per¬ 
mitted to continue until now on a revised, reduced 
rent. 

The Trick Factory had recently been listed as an 
‘Asset of Community Value’ by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council community planning team, following 
an application by Bridport Community Land Trust.

"Further advice, in light of the 
potential use of vehicle security 
overriding equipment, is the pur¬ 
chase and use of an independent 
Passive Infared motion sensor 


(PIR) alarm, which sends a signal 
to a receiver in your house - as 
long as you park within range - 
to alert you to movement within 
the vehicle that should not be 
present, in order to then act ac¬ 
cordingly. 

"These are readily available on 
well known internet shopping 
sites from as little as £10. Search 
for'driveway alarms'. 

"Please heed this advice, we do 
not want you to become a victim 
in the next wave of attacks."

to buy the asset or trigger a pause of up to six 
months if the asset was to come up for sale. 

But Mr Ridge has plans to look at alternative op¬ 
tions in order to continue with an indoor skate 
park. 

He added: “From the inception of TTF, the land¬ 
lords advised me that at some stage development 
of the land to which TTF has occupied would hap¬ 
pen at some point in the future. 

“Though I am disappointed that our current op¬ 
eration has come to an end, I want to demonstrate 
here and for others to understand that I do not feel 
I or the users of TTF have been treated unreason¬ 
ably. 

“There are people lobbying/campaigning for the 
Trick Factory to remain active in the Stover Build¬ 
ing. 

“If these efforts are successful in persuading the 
landlords to permit operation of TTF to continue 
then we will happily continue. To date this looks 
like an unlikely outcome. 

“Myself and supporters of TTF are now looking 
at what options may be available to continue to run 
an indoor skate park facility in the Bridport area 
and hope to have something up and running later 
in the year. 

“Now that circumstances have impacted on TTF 
I make this call to anyone or anybody that can help 
/ facilitate a future for an indoor skate park facility 
in Bridport. 

“Once again, thanks to all who have provided 
their input over the years.”

Solar farm plans rejected 


AFTER receiving around 300 
objections from local residents 
West Dorset District Council has 
decided to reject controversial 
plans for a huge solar farm at 
Sadborow, a well known beauty 
spot in the area. 

The parish councils at Thorn- 
combe, Upper Marshwood Vale 
and Hawkchurch and local 
branches of the Campaign for 
the Protection of Rural England 
also objected to the plans which 
sought to build the solar farm at 
a site at Sadborow between 
Marshwood and Thorncombe. 

The planners were also pre¬ 
sented with a petition signed by 
members of the Stop Sadborow 
Solar Campaign which was 
formed to fight the scheme. 

One of the main objections 
was that the site chosen is popu¬ 
lar with walkers as it dissected 


the famous Wessex Ridgeway 
Trail, which links the Iron Age 
forts of nearby Lamberts Castle 
and Pilsdon Pen. 

There were also huge concerns 
that such a major development 
would completely change the 
nature of this rural landscape 
and be out of keeping in an area 
designated as one of outstanding 
natural beauty. 

Sadborow Solar Ltd, which 
put forward the plans, said that 
its proposal “responds to inter¬ 
national, European and national 
policy” for such schemes and 
that it met the “long term aim of 
reducing carbon emissions by 
helping to contribute to the at¬ 
tainment of renewable energy 
targets”. 

In turning down the applica¬ 
tion the West Dorset District 
Council said that: “it considered 


the scheme, by reason of its ex¬ 
tent and scale, comprising dark 
coloured PV panel arrays in lin¬ 
ear repetitive rows, together 
with the ancillary infrastructure 
would result in a geometric in¬ 
dustrial type development visi¬ 
ble from public rights of way”. 

It added that: “this would harm 
the character and special quali¬ 
ties of the site, the Axe Valley 
Hills Landscape Character Area, 
the setting of the Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty and the 
local landscape”. 

The planners said that because 
of this the scheme was consid¬ 
ered contrary to policies in the 
West Dorset, Weymouth and 
Portland Local Plan, adopted 
last October, and contrary to ad¬ 
vice on conserving and enhanc¬ 
ing the natural environment in 
the 2012 National Planning Pol¬ 
icy Lramework. 


■ THE annual Weldmar HospicecareTrust's charity 
lunch has raised a record £1,845.

District council's'democratic deficit'on show at committee meetings 


■ I WRITE in response to the letter 
by Ian Gosling published on 20th 
April 2016. 

I think it only fair to your readers 
to point out that Mr Gosling stood 
as a Conservative candidate in last 
May's elections for both WDDC 
and Dorchester Town Council. He 
was elected to neither. I also stood, 
as an independent, for both coun¬ 
cils and now represent North 
Dorchester on the town council. 

I find it surprising and difficult to 
believe that, as both a candidate 
and a lawyer, he apparently" knew 
nothing of how WDDC is struc¬ 
tured". 

When talking about the existing 
WDDC committees he states "at 
which all councillors can attend 
and speak."My own personal expe¬ 
rience of WDDC was very different. 

I represented Charminster and 
the Cerne Valley as an independ¬ 
ent WDDC councillor from 2011 to 
2015. Living in Dorchester I was 
very interested in and concerned 
about the plans for Charles Street. 
It soon became clear to me, and to 
some other members, that when¬ 
ever the developer (Simons) asked 
for money from WDDC, they were 
given it without question or de¬ 
bate - the decision having already 
been made by the Executive Com¬ 


mittee or'cabinet'or, as the recent 
South West Audit Partnership 
report puts it, decisions just "ar¬ 
rived". 

With this concern in mind, and al¬ 
though not a member of the 
Scrutiny Committee, I made a 
point of attending its meeting at 
which the developers were pres¬ 
ent. 

In my role as an elected repre¬ 
sentative I tried to ask a question 
related to the Charles Street 
scheme but was informed by the 
chairman that this was not al¬ 
lowed. A fellow councillor (Conser¬ 
vative) attended the same meeting 
and was also denied the opportu¬ 
nity to ask questions. 

For both me and those I repre¬ 
sented this was a classic example 
of the democratic deficit which ex¬ 
ists in WDDC and which originates 
from the limitations inherent in the 
'leader and cabinet'system of gov¬ 
ernance. 

I believe I'm correct in saying that 
Mr Gosling's move to Dorset is a 
comparatively recent event. He 
may not have heard of the farce 
that was the Development Control 
Committee's meeting to decide 
the future of Bridport's South West 
Quadrant. He may not be aware of 
the refusal of'cabinet'members to 


engage with the public despite re¬ 
peated invitations to do so. 

He may not be aware of the as¬ 
surance given to West Dorset 
council tax payers that building 
new offices on the Charles Street 
site would ensure the develop¬ 
ment of the rest of the site. 

That the referendum will cost 
£95,000 may well be true but I 
would ask Mr Gosling for answers 
to the following questions: 

What happened to the £250,000 
of public (our) money given to 
help Simons with the develop¬ 
ment of the rest of the Charles 
Street scheme ? 

What happened to the assur¬ 
ance, publicly stated, that the sale 
of Stratton House would generate 
£3million ? 

Finally, Mr Gosling suggests that 
the Public First campaign has been 
driven entirely by people who do 
not share Conservative views. 

Let me assure him that, among 
the more than 6,000 signatures 
needed to trigger this referendum, 
there are many from Conservative 
voters for whom the arrogance 
and high-handed manner in which 
WDDC has recently conducted its 
affairs is difficult, if not impossible, 
to justify let alone stomach. 

Whether you like it or not there is 


a great deal of understandable dis¬ 
satisfaction among the council tax 
payers of West Dorset. Mr Gosling 
should delight in their response to 
poor decision making by WDDC 


and back the call for a change in 
the governance system which 
would allow different views to be 
heard early on in any decision¬ 
making process thus avoiding the 


"embarrassments" which have be¬ 
come all too commonplace in West 
Dorset.

A'sense of being excluded' 


■ IAN Gosling's experiences of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council's meetings, and of Public First Group 
meetings, have been very different from my own. 

Of the latter, and as someone who has never had 
any affiliation with any political party, I have been 
impressed by the non-partisan nature of proceed¬ 
ings. 

The sense of being excluded by the majority 
party from helping to make important local deci¬ 
sions was very strong. 

Of the former, I remember in particular one 
WDCC meeting at which the Charles Street devel¬ 
opment was a major issue. 

Several members from outside the ruling party 
gave thoughtful, carefully and coherently argued, 
and articulately presented proposals, showing 
anxiety to rescue the council from the disaster into 
which it was heading. 

The replies were casual in their arrogance and, 
on the vote being called, the arms were dutifully 
raised to reject all suggestions. 

The only sympathy that one might offer the 'cab- 
inet'in keeping some of their fellows'contribution 


to the minimum was the manifest inadequacy of 
some of those few who did speak. 

Mr Gosling misunderstands the moral underpin¬ 
ning of democracy: it has to be more than rule by 
the majority, which is merely bullying of the mi¬ 
nority. 

Democracy rests on the right of us all as human 
beings to have our views considered. A vote and 
the creation of a majority view is a crude cypher; 
as soon as the majority ignores the views of oth¬ 
ers, it undermines its own legitimacy. 

The crass refusal to be transparent about the 
Charles Street development (see the recently pub¬ 
lished independent report), the stubborn refusal 
to consider others'views, and the arrogant wast¬ 
ing of millions of pounds of public money on what 
became a vanity project, are ample reasons to 
support the proposed changes to the council's 
constitution. 

The costs, set against what has already been 
squandered, are very minor indeed.

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Further warning over credit card phone scam 


FRAUDSTERS are still conning 
elderly and vulnerable people 
over the phone in Dorset, which 
has cost local people nearly 
£1.1 million since the scam 
started in 2014. 

Dorset Police launched the 
awareness campaign ‘Hang Up 
On Fraudsters’ in 2015 to make 
residents aware that criminals 
were claiming to be police offi¬ 
cers or bank workers and telling 
people their bank had been de¬ 
frauded. 


They told victims they should 
call them back to clarify their 
identity - but in reality they kept 
the lines open and conned un¬ 
suspecting locals out of over a 
million pounds. 

A similar warning about phone 
scams is now being issued by 
police. 

Fraudsters are currently pre¬ 
tending to be from a bank, stat¬ 
ing that the account holder is 
due a new credit or debit card 
but they need the PIN for the 


current card so that they can be 
cancelled. 

The caller states the new card 
will be with the customer the 
following day. 

If a victim queries the caller, 
the victim is told that the local 
branch manager will ring to con¬ 
firm the authenticity. 

A subsequent call is made to 
the account holder and they 
confirm the previous caller’s de¬ 
tails. 

The victim then receives a fur¬ 


ther call from the offenders, ask¬ 
ing if they have received their 
new cards. 

They obviously haven’t so the 
offender states that they will 
send a courier to deliver the new 
card and collect the old one. 

Later that day, a person will 
turn up at the address, stating 
that they are a courier. They give 
the victim the ‘new’ cards and 
collect the old ones. 

This year, Dorset Police has re¬ 
ceived 27 reports of phone fraud 
between January 1st to April 
25th, compared to 407 reports 
for the same period last year. 

The victims, who are on aver¬ 
age 79-years-old, have lost a 
combined total of £43,812 this 
year, compared to £420,500 for 
the same period last year - a re¬ 
duction of over 90 per cent. 

Nine phone fraud victims have

lost money to criminals, com¬ 
pared to 35 in 2015. 

Police have been notified of 
this type of phone fraud by resi¬ 
dents living in Bridport, Port¬ 
land, Bournemouth, Poole, 
Christchurch and Ferndown. 

Detective Sergeant Garry 
Knight, of Bournemouth crimi¬ 
nal investigation department 
(CID), said: “We are pleased 
that there are considerably fewer 
victims than last year, however, 
we want this crime to stop com¬ 
pletely, so that unscrupulous 
fraudsters don’t get away with 
stealing money from elderly and 
vulnerable people. 

“Telephone fraud has tradi¬ 
tionally been a faceless crime, 
but criminals are now defraud¬ 
ing victims over the phone be¬ 
fore collecting their cash cards 
in person. 


“This poses all kinds of risks 
to the individual concerned, let 
alone the financial losses they 
will incur if they are conned. 

“We want people to tell their 
friends, family members and 
neighbours that they should 
never give out bank account de¬ 
tails, including the PIN over the 
phone. 

“Nobody, no matter which or¬ 
ganisation they claim to be 
from, will ask you for bank de¬ 
tails over the phone or on your 
doorstep. This includes the po¬ 
lice, banks and retailers. 

“If people start asking for per¬ 
sonal details, hang up, dial 1471 
and note the number, then call 
the police immediately on 101 to 
report it.”

Rural roads across the area set for maintenance work 


DORSET Highway's surface 
dressing programme is under¬ 
way, with rural roads across the 
county scheduled for treat¬ 
ment. 

A team of 20 people, one 
spray tanker, two purpose built 
chipping spreaders, six lorries 
feeding chippings, one roller 
and two suction road sweepers, 
is making its way across the 
county council area. 

They will be dressing C and D 
class rural roads, sealing them 
from water to prolong their life 
by up to ten years, and restor¬ 
ing skid resistance, with around 
70 sites scheduled for treat¬ 
ment in this year's £2million 
programme of work. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset 
County Council's head of high¬ 


ways, said: "Surface dressing is 
an essential part of our annual 
programme of work - it keeps 
an already structurally strong 
road in a strong condition for 
longer. It complements our 
patching and resurfacing pro¬ 
grammes, which together keep 
our roads in as good a condi¬ 
tion as possible with the 
budget we have available." 

On average it takes between 
half a day and a day to treat one 
site, depending on the size of 
the section of road. 

Due to the amount and size of 
equipment being used - and 
the narrowness of the roads 
being treated - the road will be 
closed during the work. 

Cllr Peter Finney, Dorset 
County Council cabinet mem¬ 


ber for environment, said: "Sur¬ 
face dressing is quick and vehi¬ 
cles can drive on the surface 
straight afterwards - please 
bear with us during these short 
road closures. 

"I would ask drivers to adhere 
to the advisory 20mph signs 
that we leave in place - it is to 
prevent skidding on the loose 
chippings, it helps bed down 
the material and it will also save 
your paint work." 

Loose chippings are swept up 
one or two days after the work, 
and a week after if needed. 

Sites are revisited after three 
months to check on the chip¬ 
pings and road condition.

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Pickets'anger keeps senior county 


DORSET County Council has stepped back 
from awarding inflation-busting pay awards 
to senior staff - for now. 

But the county council leader, in a televi¬ 
sion interview, made it clear that it was likely 
the increase would only be deferred for a 
short while. 

Dozens of angry council staff picketed a 
council meeting last week with banners 
complaining about the unfairness of the 
planned increase. Most DCC staff have not 
had an above inflation pay award for four 
years while their responsibilities and hours 
have increased. 

Dorset's controlling Tory group were plan¬ 
ning to rubber-stamp the 10 per cent rise for 
many heads of departments - until unions 
got wind of the proposals and arranged the 
protest. 

Branch secretary for Unison, Amanda 


Brown, said most staff were angry about the 
proposed above-inflation increases for senior 
staff. 

"I have never seen anything like this before... 
we hope we can change elected members' 
minds," she said. 

The proposals have now been sent back to 
the staffing committee which decided pay and 
conditions. 

They would have seen heads of departments 
seeing their basic pay scales go up from be¬ 
tween £65,348 and £79,714 to between 
£80,500 and £85,000 or for a more senior 
post to between £86,500 and £91,000. 

The proposals would have given mini¬ 
mum rises of between £786 and £8,686 per 
year, depending on role. 

The county council had proposed the in¬ 
crease to recognise'additional responsibili¬ 
ties' senior staff had taken on because of

The chairman of the 
county council is re¬ 
sponsible for chairing 
meetings of the council 
and representing the 
authority at civic en¬ 
gagements. 

Cllr Wilson, who has 
also stepped down 
from the Dorset and 
Wiltshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service Authority, 
will continue to serve as 
a county councillor and 
an East Dorset District 
councillor. 

Addressing the 

county council this 
morning, Cllr Wilson 
said: 

"When I became 
chairman in 2009, this 
council was 120 years 
old and had had only 
13 chairmen before me. 

It is with some sense of 
having done my bit 
that I will now stand 
down. 

"I have enjoyed the 
honour of greeting 
many royal visitors to 
Dorset, including Her 
Majesty as part of her 
Diamond Jubilee cele¬ 
brations. 

"But the most impor¬ 
tant part of the job is 
here in this council 
chamber. I have been 
amazed at how easy 
council meetings have 
been for me, a reflec¬ 
tion on the good be¬ 
haviour and common 
sense of elected mem¬ 
bers.

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5 TIPS ABOUT ELECTRIC UNDERFLOOR HEATING 


ONE: An electric underfloor heating system (also 
known as a dry system) radiates heat through a 
series of wires in the floor. It's either a mat, which 
is best for large spaces because it can be rolled 
out to cover an entire floor, or a cable/loose-fit 
system (individual wires). This is a flexible solu¬ 
tion for smaller and awkwardly shaped rooms, 
such as bathrooms, where there's no need to 
heat the floor under the basin and bath. Heating 
mats should be laid on a finished subfloor, such 
as plywood, and encased in a flexible levelling 
compound or flexible tile adhesive, while 
cable/loose-fit systems should be encased in the 
finishing screed of a concrete floor. 


TWO: One of the benefits 
of underfloor heating is 
that there's more free wall space than with radi¬ 
ators. Another benefit is that the room is heated 
more evenly - with radiators, you get cold spots. 
Radiant heat (produced by underfloor heating) 
is the most efficient form of heat distribution, 
and airborne dust is greatly reduced, which is 
good for allergy sufferers. Underfloor heating 
works at a lower temperature to radiators, so a 
well-insulated home is vital to prevent heat loss 
(see below).

THREE: Electric underfloor systems can work 
with most types of floor covering 
(check when you buy if in doubt), 
from carpet, vinyl and wood, to ce¬ 
ramic tiles and natural stone, but 
it's important to get the right 
wattage. A 100W mat can be used 
to take the chill off cold floor tiles, 
while a 150W mat can be used as a 
primary heating source, providing 
adequate insulation is in place. For 
areas of high heat loss, such as con¬ 
servatories, a 200W mat is needed. 
You can adjust the temperature 
easily from a thermostat (a smart 
thermostat can be controlled by an 
app) and independently of your 
home's central heating system -

FOUR: A poorly insulated home loses lots of 
heat, reducing the effectiveness of any under¬ 
floor heating system. If the floor isn't insulated 
sufficiently, for example, the underfloor heating 
will heat the earth below, as well as the room 
above, which no one wants. Whether you're fit¬ 
ting an electric or wet underfloor system, ensure 
you insulate underthe heat¬ 
ing elements sufficiently, 
and insulate elsewhere in 
the home as much as possi¬ 
ble to get maximum benefit. 

FIVE: If you're a competent 
and experienced DIYer, you 
could fit electric underfloor 
heating yourself, as long as a 
qualified electrician con¬ 
nects the system to the 
mains supply and thermo¬ 
stat. Find out more about 
underfloor heating at 
www.theunderfloorheating- 
store.com. 


HOW-TO TIP: Fillers, even ones designed for 
deep gaps, usually need to be built up in layers 
to get a good finish. Wood filler tends to dry 
quickly, but may not be as hard as it seems if the 
repair's deep - sanding it is the acid test. Similarly, 
wall filler (even a quick-drying one) may take 
much longer than the recommended time to 
harden fully, especially if you've had to build it 
up, so allow plenty of time before sanding or the 
filler may sag.

Drivers of the 
Amarok can look forward in fu¬ 
ture to an additional litre of dis¬ 
placement offered by the 
3.0-litre engine, while the pick¬ 
up will continue to boast im¬ 
pressive on- as well as off-road 
capability. Its new engine will 
deliver 550 Nm of torque and 
has an output of 224 PS. 

Robust and reliable: the new 
agile V6 diesel engine for the 
Amarok meets the customer re¬ 
quirement for high torque at 
low engine speeds. The power¬ 
ful top-of-the-line six-cylinder 
engine produces its maximum 
torque at only 1,500 rpm. At 550 
Nm, this maximum torque is 
also 130 Nm higher than in the 
previous model.

However having heard the diminutive former 
midfielder speak on a number of subjects from how 
he turned the Glovers fortunes around at Christmas, 


to discipline, and plans for next season, I was happy 
to stand up at the meeting and apologise having 
poured scorn on his appointment in my column. 

Whilst he speaks in an almost monotonic voice, 
which made me wonder beforehand how he had 
managed to inspire the same players to retrieve the 
situation, he spoke confidently, was very knowl¬ 
edgeable and most of all, passionate about what he 
is doing. 

He spoke about leading an example to everyone 
in the club. To him, everything is achievable within 
the confines of the budget. 

He certainly spoke like he played; from the front. 
He was prepared to show the players and staff his 
desire and expected everyone in the club to show 
the same. 

Way addressing around 50 fans said: It’s been 
tough over the last two years. I was part of the club 
and led us out in the first game in the Football 
League (he captained the side in place of the injured 


Skiverton at Rochdale in 2003), and ended up hav¬ 
ing the responsibility of keeping the club from drop¬ 
ping out this season.” 

He said that the first thing he had to do was 
change the environment at the club, both on and off 
the pitch.

Assistant manager Skiverton explained his work 
ethic and how he turned the team around by his ac¬ 
tions. He said: “One of the first things he did was 
to ensure the place was spotless and led from the 
front by getting down on his hands and knees and 
scrubbing the floors.
